May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Forty-seventh Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report twenty-nine meetings have been held. We have made 385 
orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides providing 
for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, a sum of £11 16s. 2 d. 
only is chargeable upon the Yote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out 
of the various charity funds. 



4. An old endowment from private sources known as the Embezzled Charity Recovery 
Fund was placed in the hands of the old Board in 1815 to assist them in recovering 
embezzled Charities. The present amount of this fund is £ 1 , 397135; By Treasury letter 
of 2nd December, 1890, the dividends on it, which were formerly paid over to the 
Treasury, are retained by the Board, and by it appropriated in aid of the Yote.

Amongst these were funds for the poor of the parish of Ahamlish ; for poor persons of 
the town and neighbourhood of Newry ; for Tubbernacarrig School; for widows and 
orphans of Trinity Church, Kirkcubbin ; for maintenance of a school in Templeboy 
parish, Co. Sligo ; for poor tenants on certain townlands in the parishes of Shankill and 
Seagoe, Co. Armagh ; for a public shelter at Bray ; for widows of St. Catherine’s parish, 
Dublin, receiving parochial relief ; for the poor of the town or Union of Fethard. 

Under a scheme of the Educational Endowments Commissioners, we have received a 
sum of £27,638 13s. lid., New Consols, and £185 5s. 4 d. cash, for the Yilliers’ Charitable 
Institution, Limerick, power being given to us to alter or modify certain of the trusts 
relating thereto in case the application of the endowments shall cease to be beneficial. 

Similarly, under a scheme of the Educational Endowments Commissioners, we have 
received £26,444 7s. lid., New Consols, and £354 10s. 6d. cash, for the Gilson Schools, 
Oldcastle, in the county of Meath. 

Under a scheme made by the Charity Commissioners of England and Wales, we 
received a small fund for the poor of Bathcline, County Longford. 

The Strangers' Friend Society for the relief of Distressed Strangers, &c., having 
requested us to accept a transfer of all their funds, we have accordingly done so. 

In the case of the Anne Hall Endowments we have received, under the scheme of the 
Educational Endowment Commissioners, the sum of £848 15s. 6d. New Consols, and £18 3s. 
cash, for a National School or National Schools for elementary education at Lattone, in 
the county of Fermanagh. A sum of £3,628 14s. lid., New Consols, standing in our 
name in the same charity, and bequeathed for pupils at the Agricultural School of 
Templemoyle in the county of Londonderry, which school ceased to exist, has by the 
same scheme been made operative for the promotion of agricultural education in the 
counties of Fermanagh and Londonderry. 

In the Rev. Terence O’Reilly’s Charity we recovered a sum of £938 left for charitable 
purposes in the county of Cavan, but, owing to the peculiar phraseology of the will 
of the Testator, we have had to seek the assistance of the Chancery Division of the 
High Court of Justice for directions as to payment of some of the bequests. 



8. In Sir John Eccles’ Charity we, for the first time, sanctioned an application under 
the Open Spaces Acts, to authorize the conveyance of a burial ground to trustees, to 
be used as an open space. Before doing so, however, we required to be satisfied that 
it would be beneficial to the locality ; that the graveyard was no longer required for 
a burial ground, and that it was closed for that purpose by an Order of the Local 
Government Board ; that the grounds would be properly cared, and that they would 
only be used as a -public garden and not as a place of amusement ; that the remains 
of those interred in the burial ground would not be disturbed ; and that the provisions 
of the Open Space Act would be complied with. 



9. In the case of Ellen Blair’s Charity, in which the bulk of Testatrix’s estate, amount- 
ing to £753 14s. 6 d, was left towards building a church for the Protestants of the 
urch of Ireland, “ in one of the most benighted, impoverished, and ignorant districts 
m Ireland,” the executors had renounced probate, and there was a probability that the 
■ s.ate would be left derelict. We accordingly directed one of our secretaries to apply 
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to take out administration. Letters of Administration, with the will annexed, were 
crranted to Mr. Secretary Graves, and the case has been referred to the Vice-Chancellor’s 
chambers to settle a scheme for the application of the bequest. 

10. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1890, were duly audited 
bv the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts for the 
V ear ended December 31st, 1891, have been prepared and submitted for audit. 

11. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the "Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1891, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

12. Within the twelve months which have elapsed since our last report a vacancy has 
been caused amongst us by the resignation of Mr. Jonathan Hogg. This has been 
filled up by the appointment of Mr. Henry P. Goodbody. Within the same period we 
have lost also, with regret, the services of our Senior Secretary, Mr. William Gemon, who, 
after thirty -five years of efficient and meritorious service, has retired on superannuation. 
Bis place has been filled by the promotion of Mr. J. G. Alcorn, Barrister-at-Law, our 
Clerk and Book-keeper. The vacancy created by Mr. Alcorn’s appointment has been 
filled by the appointment of Mr. J. R. Boyd, on transfer from the Chief Secretary’s 
Department. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to he hereto affixed this 13th day of July, 1892.
